MR.. J. H. WITCHELL CLAIMS 
SALARY DUE 


TWO SUMMONSES 
\. At the Summary Court yesterday be~ 
fora Mr. Justice J. R. Wood, two 
summonses against the proprietors of 
of tho King Edward Hote) were heard. 
The actions were instituted by Mr. 
J. H. Witchell, manager of the hotel, 
against Yu Shu-shan, Nos. 1 and 2, 
On Lan Lane, and Tseung Fu-kwong 
and Tseung Ting-kwong, both of 158, 
Des Vooux Road Central, who were des- 
eribed as the proprictors of the hotel. 

Mr. D. H. Blake appeared for Mr. 
Witchel!, and the defendants were re- 
presented by Mr. A. el Arculli, 

Plaintift claimed from defendants 
the sum of $575 in one action and the 
aum of $525 In another summons; both 
amounts represented salary due him, 

Judgment was given to plaintiff in 
the action concerning the first amount, 
and the second case was adjourned 
sine die on legal grounds, 

In the case hoard, his Lordship had 
to decide whether Mr. Witchell’s em- 
ployment as manager continued after 
the fire. The claim was in respect of 


salary for the month of October last—:: 


$150—and house alowance $150. The! 
elnim was reduced by $25; this being | 
an allowance for entertainment. | 


“Our Manager" 

Plaintiff maintained that his em- 
ployment did not cease after the fire, 
because since that time he had been 
paid amall sums by Mr. Leo d’Almada 
on behalf of defendants for which he 
had given receipts although they were 
not specific salary receipts; He had 
not accepted. other employment and 
shad received no notice terminating his 
employment. . 

In support of Mr. Witchell’s case, 
a letter dated June 6, written by de-; 
fendants to Mr. Leo d’Almada was 
produced. Defendants in this letter 
authorised Mr. d’Almada to pay 
$200 monthly to Mr. Witchell from 
Juno 1, until further notice, In the 
letter they referred to Mr. Witchell as 
“our manager.” 


Employment Ceased Alleged 

‘The defence was that under a new 
agreemont, dated April 8, between tho 
partics, Mr. Witchell had censed to 
be manager. The agreement was to 
the effect that upon the receipt of 
money by the proprietors for their in- 
surance claim in‘ respect of the hotel 
fire, the proprietors would pay to Mr. 
Witchell half the total of his claim, 
and the proprietors and Mr. Witchell 
agreed to release each other from all 
claims whatsoever either party might 
have against the other, up to the date 
of the fire. 

His Lordship held that Mr. Witchell’s 
contract of service was continuing in 
October, 1929, Judgment would there- 
fore be given for plaintiff for $576 
with costs. 


The Second Claim 
Mr. Witchell’s-claim in the second 
case was for $700 being the balance 
due of seven months’ arrears of salary 
at the rate of $450 a month as de- 
fendants’ manager of the King Edward 
Hotel, and for house allowance at the 
rate of $150 a month in Heu of freo 
board and lodging, to be pald in pure 
suance of a verbal agreement between | 
himself and defendants mado in 
March, 1029.° The total claim amount- 
ed to $4,025° but from this was do- 
dusted $3,500 received from Mr. Leo 
@Almada on account, leaving the

THE GREAT PYRAMID 


PROPHECY AND 


ITS. ‘FULFILMENT 


The “ Displacement ” Of Britain And America 


[By D. Davidson in London “Morning Post”) ' 


Some readers may remember the controversy concerning. the 
Great Pyramid that took place many years ago between the late 
Professor C. Piazzi Smyth—Astronomer-Royal for Scotland—and 
Sir Flinders Petrie, which centred largely upon the dimensions of 
the base of the building. Professor Smyth contended from the 
general layout of the Pyramid’s exterior and interior that the base 
circuit had been designed to define the circuit of the solar year

Unfortunately there was no direct means of mensuring, as 


the base sides were heavily encumbered with debris. 
Sir Flinders Petrie, however, sank shafts through the debris 
near the centre of the four base sides, and on all four sides found 


base casing stones in aitu, 


The position of the casing base edge for 


points near the centre of each base side was then determined by sur- 
veying methods, and the four sides of a square were fixed on these 


points to define the casing base plan. 
gives a slightly less circuit than the base :Acluare circuit claimed by

GREAT CONTROVERSY SETTLED 


Petrie’s survey, however, showed 
that the core masonry escarpments 
on all four sides of the Pyramid 
were hollowed-inwards in the man- 
ner shown on the reproduction of 
an air-photograph taken by Briga- 
dier-General P, R. C, Groves., C.B., 
C.M.G., D.S.0., The sloping inwards 
of the two halves of the escarpment 
in the form of na shallow V 
depression is shown very clear- 
y* by the difference in tone of 
the shadows of the two halves of 
the escarpment. There is a clear 
Nine of demarcation on the original 
photograph between the two tones 
of shade, down the centre of the 
escarpment. I had derived from 
Petrie’s survey data that the core 
‘escarpments are as now shown, and 
had published the. fact in ‘The 
Great Pyramid: Its Divine 
Message” (July, 1924). Sir 
Flinders Petrie’ denied that . my 
conclusions from his survey data 
were correct, and stated that the 
hollowing-in feature of the’ core 
escarpments consisted of a well de- 
fined channel or groove down the 
centre of an otherwise plane un- 
hollowed slop, The correspondence 
concerning this has since ‘been 
published. Petrie’s letter illus- 
trates my own V-shaped depression 
and states in reference to this that 


wrongly stated” by me. He then 
adds a sketch of his own recollec- 
tion of the form of hollowing, 
showing this as a mero furrow in 
an. otherwise unhollowed surface; 
“a groove,” he adds, “up the middle 
of the face to hold a superior line 
of stones in setting out the angle.” 
His own previously published sur- 
vey data, however, rendered his 
latter statement and hia sketch im- 
possible, and my own conclusion,

The photo- 
graph shows at a glance what it! 
would have taken several weeks of 
accurate surveying and levelling, 
and graphical and statiatica] reduc- 
tion, to prove conclusively, and thus 
provides an outstanding example of 
the value.of air-photography in ar- 
chaeological and topographical sur- 
veying. 

The establishing of this struc- 
tural detail is a matter of supreme 
importance, For I had shown in 
1924 that it’ had been the Archi- 
tect's Intention to hollow the casing 
surface In the game manner and to 
the same extent. Thus when we 
run the casing base edges, from the 
casing base points surveyed by 
Petric, uniformly paralle) to 
Petrie’s core-masonry base—V- 
shaped, as his survey data show, 
and against which V-shaped depres. 
ston the casing tones butted—we 
obtain the precise from and dimen- 
sions of the Great Pyramid that 
Professor Smyth had seen to be the 
intention of the ‘Architect. The 
resulting © base plan of ‘the 
Architect's intention defines not 
only, the value of the solar 
year in days, but also the 
values of the sidereal and anomalis- 
tic years in days, the accurate mean 
Sun distance, and the limiting 
values for the eccentricity of the 
earth’s orbit. This complete and 
accurate definition of these related 
scientific values by the simplest 
possible geometrical figure confirm- 
ed that the Architect’s intention 
had beén accurately discovered— 
since Smyth had argued that a 
scientific definition of this precise 
nature was intended somewhere in 
thé structure. The discovery did 
not prove that the ancient 
Egyptians or any other ancient 
race had acquired the necessary 
scientific knowledge, but proved 
that the Great Pyramid enshrines, 
what ancient tradition claims it en- 
shrines, a Divine Revelation. 

The discovery ‘ showed that tho 
base plan embodied a structural 
displacement of 286 Pyramid inches 
in the geometrical forms of circuit, 
and that it was this displacement 
that. revealed all the scientific 
values. The recurrence of the 
same Displacement: Value (286) in 
other parts of the Pyramid, ex- 
ternal and internal, led to my dis- 
covery’ of the Great Pyramid’s 
geometrical Allegory of Displace- 
ment. The scientific interpretation 
of this allegory was published ir 
“The Great Pyramid: Ite ‘Divine 
Message” (July, 1924), and waa 
shown to portray the Scriptural 
prophetic ‘allegory of the Great 
Architect’s design for the Perfect 
Structure and the builders’ error in 
building an imperfect Structure.

The square was accurately lined off, 
and was measured by the Egyptian 
Government. Survey. . The publish- 
ed results of this survey define the 
base circuit as ‘precisely the Dis- 
placement Factor (286 Pyramid 
inches) short of the year circuit. 

This proved that the structure 
actually buflt symbolises the “im- 
perfect structure” of the “builders” 
displaced, by the specified Displace- 
ment Value, by the specified: Dis- 
placement Value, from the Perfect 
Structure of the Great Architect. 
For as I had demonstrated in all 
my works, both the Pyramid’s pro- 
phecy and the ancient Egyptian 
texts define they ear-circle as the 
symbol of the Messiah, and the Dis- 
placement Factor (286) as the sym- 
bol of man’s displacement from the 
centre of harmony in God, and from 
the perfect orbit of “the Sun of 
Righteousness”; and also, as a fac- 
tor of Atonement and Reconcilia- 
tion,.as the symbol of the rectifica- 
tion for man’s displacement that 
was effected by our Lord Jesus 
Christ at His Passion.

The Perfect Gauge Measure 
‘ The culminating theme of the 
Great Pyramid’s prophecy concerns 
first the material preparation and 
then the spiritual preparation for 
eliminating “displacement” prior to 
the raising of the “Head stone of 
the corner.” The preceding articles 
have shown that the material pre- 
Pparation consists of our being 
divested of things of materiat 
worth; and that ou: spiritual pre- 
Paration will consist in our being 
instructed in humility and faith, so 
that we may, in humility and faith, 
submit ourselves, in darkness, to be 
guided from darkness into light. 
The Pyramid prophecy indicates’ 
that instruction is to be sought in 
the Scriptures, since all the pro- 
phetical teaching of the Grent 
Pyramid is expressed in terms of 
the Scriptural prophetic allegory 
of the “Stone Kingdom.” In the 
latter allegory “the builders” are a 
nation, and the: Great Architect is 
God. The Kingdom cannot be main- 
tained by “violence” but only by 
submission, The submission re- 
quired of the “builders” fs the 
offering of themselves as “spiritual 
sacrifices” for the completion of the 
‘imperfect structure to the “measure 
of the stature of the fulness of 
Christ,” which measure ia that of 
the Perfect Structure designed by 
the Greut Architect. In other 
'words, the Apex stone js the gaige 
or standard of reference, for the 
true size and form of the Perfect 
Structure. The Apex Stone—or 
“Head atone of the corner’—com- 
pletes the Perfect . Structure, but 
cannot be added until the formation 
below: has been enlarged to the 
dimensions of the Porfect Struc- 
ture, that s top platform of the 
exact size to receive the Apex Stone 
may be provided. 

The Spiritual allegory, as “well 
as the Pyramid allegory, is pre- 
tisely represented by the struc- 
tural theme figured on the reverse 
of the Great Seal of the United 
States of America. 
stone of the corner” is poised 
over o Pyramid that is incom- 
plete without it, awaiting the pro- 
eess of enlarging the Structure, 
o process ‘that Paul expresses as 
‘a “growing up into Him in all 
things, which is the head, even 
Christ.” Here we must: not’ edn- 
fuse the “building” race with the

Testament allegory’ the “Church” 
is the “body” of which Chriat is 
the “head,” the while ‘being “the 
Bridegroom.” The “building” race, 
spiritually prepared, ia _ the 
“Bride,” and the “marriage of the 
Lamb" is the consummation of 
the Great Architect's Design—the 
completion of the Perfect Struc- 
ture. The submission of the 
“building” race.r.efers to the race 
offering itself as building material 
-—and tot as material builders— 
to complete the Structure, by the 
‘addition of ‘the perfect casing. 
This act. of submission is the}, 
“spiritual sacrifice’ of the: build. 
ing race, and. it is the purpose of 
the current Tribulation to pre 
pare the building race for thit 
“spiritual sacrifice,” Peter, there- 
fore, in I. Peter fi. 5-10, refers to 
the bullding race as “a holy nation” 
of‘whom “as lively: (or Itving), 
stones are: built. up a spiritual 
house, an. -holy. priesthood, ‘to 
offer up spiritual.” sacrifices, 
acceptable . to .God ’ by Jesus 
Christ.”’: That: Peter refers. to 
a ‘specific nation fa. cloar.” from 
verses’ 9-10-where a. promise made 
in: Hosea-"(i, 9-10;. ii, 28),' to’ be

OF A SEAMAN . 


LECTURE TO THE U.S. ANNUAL 
SAFETY CONGRESS AT CHICAGO 


SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH 

Since the dawn of navigation con- 
stant effort has been made, greatly ac- 
centuated in the last century, to attain 
safety at sea, said Captain Thomas 
Sheridan in a lecture to. the U.S. 
Annual Safety Congress at Chicago 
recently, In every phase of marstime 
activity scientific research and inven- 
tive genius have supplied instruments, 
machines and methods which should 
theoretically almost absolutely etimin- 
ate accidental disaster at sea. But 
still accidents do happen with disturb- 
ing frequency. That they do happen 
ig an indication of a weak link in the 
safety chain, and I am certain that thls 
is; to be found in the frailty of the 
human operating element; in other 
words, to dumbness, incompetency, 
recklessness or a combination of sound 
or all of these characteristics, Every 
exertion’ is devotgd to the development 


.{of each phase of shipping efficiency ex- 


cept—curiously—one of the most vital 
factors requisite in attaining the maxi- 
mum in sea safety conditions. For 
while research invention and ingenuity 
have been exploited to the utmost in 
providing ‘mechanical and material ac- 
cident prevontives, little is done (ex- 
cont the maintenance of three small 
n and pre- 
3 the men 
for the operation and 
costly craft composing 
our mercantile marine, This is a vital- 
ly important factor'in sea safety, for 
T believe that there is no ddubt that 
the vast majority of recent sea disas- 
ters have been duc to dumbness on-the 
part of the captains or officers in- 
volved.

Stowage Improper 

Years ago I had an eloquent exam- 
ple of the damage dumbness in author- 
ity can do when I drifted .a week in 
the wintry seas of the North Pacific 
in a ship on her beam ends, 
This ship was a four-masted 
barque—one of the finest and 
largest of its kind ever con- 
structed in the country. We were 
bound from Japan to the Columbia 
River in ballast. While the ballasting 
was in progress I had observed that 
the stowage was improper and there- 
upon protested to the mate, but, as T 
was only the third mate and 18 years 
old, he told: me to “choke the luff of 
my jaw jackle.” It was the shifting 
of this ballast in a‘ gale, due to poor 
stowage, that hove the — ship 
on its beam ends with a‘ very 
narrow escape from  capsizing. 
We lost all the boats, some 
sailors and a lot of gear. Only by 
cutting the topgallant mpsts (the top- 
mast and lower were in one piece) out 
of’ hor did we save the ship. I may 
add that I myself was washed over- 
board but managed to swim alongside 
and get hold of tha end of a: brace 
until the next wave brought me back 
aboord. A  reeent loss of a foreign 
liner loaded with American cargo and 
passengers—as most foreign liners 
seem to be when they get into trouble 


. | —was a complete classic exhibition, the 


dramatic inevitability of o Greek 
tragedy, of the destructive possibilities 
of the “Demon of Dumbness.” Here 
there appeared to be, on the part of 
the officers and captain, a complete 
cessation of cerebration, right from 
the inception of the trouble. This 
ship capsized through having one side 
of her ’tween decks filled with water 


from a leak, The stupidity with which’ 


the emergency was faced is well illus. 
trated (among many other evidences) 
by a colloquy reported to have occurred 
between the captain and sccond officer. 
The latter reported that the chicf en- 
glneer had reduced, by pumping, the 
amount of water in tho bilges. “Then 
what is causing her to keep Hating 
over?” said the captain. Surely to 
even a boy, it should have been ob- 
vious that it was the water in the 
‘tween deck, high above the ship’s 
centre of gravity. Then, a8 one bereft 
(whom the gods déstroy, ' ete.) he

which as it reduced the stability, was 
a factor in assisting the ship to cap- 
size, When all hands had to take to 
the boats a final touch of this grim 
tragedy made it completa for, with 
murderous stupidity, the weather boats 
wera lowered, loaded with people who 
were exposed to the full force of the 
elements, ond smashed ‘against the 
‘side of the ship, Moreover, it was 
found that the falls on these weather 
boats were too short ta allow the boats 
to reach the water!: The boats thus

time spent in cramming to prepare to 
answer the simple questions asked in

possession of this licence entitles the 
holder to take charge of a watch on 
the bridge of the largest ship afloat. 
Very [frequently such men acquire 
dexterity, by experience, in the imme- 
dinte requirements of the various posi- 
tions they occupy in a rise to command 
which they attain without any compre- 
hension of ‘the scientific mathematical 
and theoretical foundation of the arts 
employed in the operation of the craft 
under their charge. This condition, In 
my opinion, accounta for many of the 
otherwise inexplicable sea  disnstors, 
A curiouy illustration of ignorance, on 
the part of men of long expertence, of 
the important science of ship stability 
was given by one of the “experts” who 
discussed this recent disaster in an 
evening paper. This “expert,” a man 
of long experience,. evidenced by - his 
articles in the paper that he could not 
define one of the simplest points In 
metacentric stability. 1 also have fre- 
quently met men of long experience, 4s 
officers, who did not understand and 
could not compute simple but import- 
ant calculations with the safety of 
their ships. . 
Ideal Conditions 
To obtain ideal safety conditions at 
sen it is of course obvious that the 
first essential ia that the ships be 
officered—deck and engine-room—by 
soundly educated practical men. This 
does not mean that the examination 
for licences should just be made stiffer, 
as the only result would be that the 
candidate would syend that much more 
time in) a cramming school learning 
things which he would hardly under- 
stand and soon forget. The only solu- 
tion is (as in mdst professions) ‘to 
provide liberal facilities for the attain- 
ment: of the major safety essentials— 
training, education and indoctrination, 
In the fulfilment of its occult purpose 
in impelling the species to its ultimate 
destiny Nature, in ruthlessly  sacri- 
ficing the’ individual, scems to abhor 
caution and to have endowed mankind 
recklessness. 
A mere glance at the history of the 
species will show that the verity of the 
proverb nent self-preservation—the 
first law, ete., is to be more than doubt- 
ed. War, aviation, exploration and 
marriage are yet popular enough to 
indicate mankind's reckless zest for 
hazardous activities. The will to “take 
a chance” is one of the primal urges 
of human nature to which parament 
consideration should be given in plan- 
ning the psychological phase of any 
course of safety instruction. The 
quite essential spirit of enter- 
prise should be deftly’ and in- 
telligently developed away from 
becoming one of foolhardy, “stupid 
recklessness. More didactie dicta 
is insufficient and sometimes is 
detrimental, in that it acts as an irrit- 
inclined. An in- 
dication of this is the challenge which 
the introduction, of safety appliances 
soems sometimes to offer to a certain 
type of man who will take a chance up 
to the limit of the estimated (or, alas, 
misestimated) factor of safety and 
then seize upon the greater calculated 
degree of safety to take more risks. 
Lecky points out: when he ‘refers 
to rocks which suddenly become dan- 
gerous through captains skimming 
close to them in steamers, but who 
would have kept well clear of them in 
sailing ships. Thus steam, although 
safer, paradoxically led to danger on 
account of the greater chances taken. 
Personal Injury 
Conquering the question of personal 
injury of seamen (all men shipped are 
technically seamen) it-is my experience 
that the vast majority of accidents 
are due to booze. Of course, fortuity, 
stupidity, incompetence and_ reckless- 
ness account for a share. I am con- 
vineed that the major reason why 
Indder and hatch accidents loom #0 
large in the casualty statistics is be- 
cause activities connected with them 
generally take place In port where 
booze is obtainable. A soused sailor 
on a Iadder—or handling one for an- 
other—presents a case where fodine 
splints, bandages, etc, will be ur- 
gently required. Recently I mado 
several. voyages around the. world in 
command of a motor ship, We had‘ 
practically no seamen’ sick or injur- 
ed until the booze area was_ struck. 
The first five weeks—on the Ameri- 
can Coast—were peaceful, for. (whilo 
the local inhabitant of a village may 
be able to get booze in the U.S.A.) 
‘the roving sailor is distrusted in the 
speak-casies and thus remains quite 
sober. However, my crew, as all 
crews of all nations seem to do, 
made up for it when thoy reached 
the wet regions, with a resulting 
harvest ‘of bruises, sprains, cuts, 
backaches and sickness. A couple of 
ship's cooks and, a bos’n offered— 
among many. others—~good material 
r adorn a tala;

A drastic programme of ecliminat-| | 
ing, ay far as practicable, all drunks | !

not be totally achieved then by mak-|: 
ing it a rule to' remove from the| ° 
vicinity of any hazardous (or poten-| :

slightest evidence of having booze|! 
aboard. A couple of drinks in a 
sailor seem to remove all his sense 
of caution and make him a menace 
to himself and others, The total 
drunk is really safer than the man 
with o couple of drinks. <A little 
booze scoms to have the effect. of 
making otherwise lethargic indivi- 
duals dangerously active. Of course, 
it should also be kept in mind that 
many of the injuries claimed to have 
been received accidentally in the line 
of duty are really the result of 
drunken brawls, as I havo very 
often found on investigation. Whito 
no aspect of the subject should be 
neglected and every resource of in« 
vention and precaution should in 
both building: and operation of the 
zhip, be utilised to the fullest extent, 
yet in the final analysis it must be 
reallsed that the foundation of a 
sound system of sea' safety philoso- 
phy rests upon the proper selection, 
intelligence, training, education, in- 
doctrination and ‘sobriety of tho 
officers and mon who man the. ships.

PRISONERS IN RUSSIA 


Wives Who Have 
Married Again 

The — movement 
the Hungarian prisoners who 
remained’ in Ruusia after the 
war is being followed with intense 
interest and anxiety. Eight men 
who were long reported dead, and 
whose wives had re-married, arrived 
in Hungary recently, and the pos- 
sibility that not only the missing 
but the “dead” may return is rals- 
ing hope, but also trepidation, in 
the breasts of numbers of widows, 
or newlymade wives, 

The Presa reports, however, that 
the Hungarian Red Cross has been 
informed by the Geneva Inter- 
national Committee that the Soviet 
representatives abroad give it as 
their opinion that the repatriation 
of the prisoners must be postponed 
until Hungary resumes diplomatic 
relations with Russia, and it . is 
believed that the Soviet will put 
obstacles in the way of the Hun- 
sarians leaving Russia until this is 
accomplished. 

It is stated that foreigners who 
wish to leave Russia must apply at 
the Foreign Office in Moscow for a 
permit, and be in possession of 
enough money to pay the fare 
(about 200 pengo). But the en- 
quiries about the political views of 
the avould-be immigrants last so 
Jong that many Hungariams who 
desired to return have given up the 
attempt and returned to Siberia, 

The “Pesti Naplo” prints a letter 
from a Hungarian in Moscow, dated 
August 10, which arrived in 
Budapest via Finland. The writer 
saya: “I have been in Moscow for 
nine months. I have all my papers, 
and I have the money for the fare,

London, October 17. 

Olympia opens its, doors this 
morning for the twenty-third un- 
‘nual British motor show, an event 
which motorists of many countries 
a3 well as our own have been eager- 
ly anticipating for woeks past, 

By now firmly established as the 
lurgest and ‘most complete display 
of the world’s best cars, more than 
a quarter:of a million people have 
paid to see it each year since 1926, 
and between to-day and Saturday) 
week, when it closes, a bigger at- 
endance than ever before Is ex- 
pected. 

This year, however, the number 
of exhibitors is slightly smaller, 
there is @ little more room for each 
exhibit, and the stands will be 
much less crowdeil with salesmen 
and dealers than last year, 'so that 
szeing what you want to see will 
be considerably easier. : 

As you enter the main doors in 
Addison Road you are confronted 
by two famous “babies"-on either 
side of the central avenue, ‘while 
the third is not far away to the 
right. The main hall is, as usual, 
chiefly occupied by the best of the 
Britons, at the far end are the 
coachbuilders, and on the left in 
the new hall the Americans® -and 
Continentals, 

Colour Schemes 

Allowing for “show polish,” and 
‘in some casea show golours, the 
pon impression one gets is that 
this is a strictly utilitarian show, 
There are more engine units und 
stripped chassis—for instance, on 
the Rolls-Royce, Daimler, Morris, 
tnd Austin stands—and there are 
nearcely any freaks and “stunt” 
cars. :

MOTOR ‘CYCLING 


Cyclometer Or 
. Speedometer ? 


Ss 

‘Anyone who takes an interest in 
the running costs of his motor-cycle 
wants to know the mileage covered 
in a given period of time Only 
in this way can a check be kept on 
fuel and vil consumption and the 
life of the tyres, The most usual 
type of mileage recorder is the 
speedometer. This is a useful fit- 
ting, for it alsu ‘gives the speed, 
But speedometers are expensive, 
There is a way, however, in which 
the rider can record the’ distance 
travelled, Thig is by using an 
ordinary cyclometer. These are 
very cheap, costing only about 28. 
When fixing, it may be necesaary to 
fit a thicker felt waaher in ‘the 
drive to prevent it being spun 
round too far owing to the higher 
velocity of the striker. It is also 
advisable to fit a rather stronger 
atriker, but these are inexpensive 
details. The moat important thing 
is that a cyclometer for the wheel 
size ia bought. Cyclometers can be 
obtained for 26-in. and 28-in. 
wheels. If the motor-cycle wheel 
he 25-in, or 27-4n. in diamoter a 
slight correction must be made in 
the reading. If the motor-cycle 
wheel be 27-in. for instance, and a 
26-in. wheel cyclometer be fitted, 
every 104 miles should be reckoned 
as 108 miles and proportionately. 

Horse-Power Formulae 

The R.A. rating does not give 
the correct horse-power of a motor: 
cycle engine, If the measurements 
be in inches the R.A.C._ horse- 
power is obtuined by squaring the 
bore, multiplying by the number of 
cylinders and dividing by 2.6. If 
in millimetres, by squaring the 
bore, multiplying by the number of 
cylinders and dividing by 1,613. 
There are, however, other formulae 
which are more exact than this. 
The hospitulier, the Dendy Mar- 
shall and Rude formu'ne take into 
consideration the stroke in addition 
to the bore. In the case of the 
Hospitalier method, the radius of 
the . cylinder in. centimetres is 
squared, multiplied by the stroke in 
centimetres, by the number of re- 
volutions per minute and the 
answer {a divided by 76,000. The 
Dendy Marshall formula is rather 
different. In this case the diameter 
of the cylinder in centimetres is 
squared, and by the revolutions per 
minute, and'the answer is divided 
by 200,000, In the Rude formula 
ithe diameter of the cylinder ir 
centimetres is squared and multi- 
plied by the stroke in centimetres, 
by the number of cylinders and by

: Stutz Feature

CAR WEIGHT 
H : 

| 
( There has been a great shifting 
in’ weight ‘in the construction of 
passenger car chassis during the 
Past twelve years; some parts now 
woigh half as much again as they 
did in the models of 1917, while 
others weigh little more ‘than half 
as much as they did then. The 
changes in weight diatribution 
noted have been brought about by 
alterations in chassis design. For 
instance, the adoption of four whee} 
brakes has | added ‘greatly to ‘the 
weight of the front axle assembly 
which includes the front ‘wheel 
-brakes, and the adoption of closed 
hodies has made it necessary to use 
frames of inerensed rigidity and 
consequently ‘of much greater 
weight. It is interesting to com- 
pare the proportional weights of 
some parts of 1929 cara with those 
of 1917.

SAMPLING VEHICLE 


Marked Improvement 
‘ Over Old Methods 


Revolutionary methods for coun- 
try-wide distribution of samples are 
being adopted by Messrs. Huntley 
& Palmers, Ltd., biscuit manufac- 
turers, Reading, under the super- 
vision of their transport manager. 

Under the old order of things an 
‘advance agent preceded the arrival 
of samples to arrange for local men 
to be in rend-ness for their arrival. 
Such men, picked at short notice, 
were not always reliable, and spme 
house-holders might be the re- 
cipients of more than one sample, 
while others would get none at all. 
Another method was to keep the 
same staff and their barrows travel- 
ling from town to town, 4 process 
which absorbed much time and 
money. 

The new way also calls for an 
advance agent, who is supplied with 
a motor car and whose duties in- 
clude those of finding suitable 
pitches for the travelling outfit. A 
targe caravan body has been fitted 
on to one of the famous 35/50 h.p, 
A.E.C. Chassis, built by The Asso- 
ciated Equipment Co, Ltd, of 
Southall, Middlesex, England; this 
houses the staff and tows a four- 
wheeled trailer which is used for 
carrying the samples. 

Besides the driver, a staff of five 
boys is;carried, under the supervi- 
sion of a charge hand. As this staff 
always accompanigs the ‘sample 
outfit. sleeping and other aeccom- 
modation is afforded for them by 
the use of these caravans. _ 

Caravans Self-Contained 

The saloon caravan fitted to the 
chassis is of a large type; it: pro- 
vides ample accommodation, and is 
fitted with four sets of seats, which 
enable the crew to have comfortable 
seating accommodation when 
travelling from place to place. 
When warmer weather makes out- 
docr sleeping possible, o canvas 
tent can be hooked to either side 
of the caravan to give shelter 9 ft, 
long, 6 ft. wide and 5 ft. 6 in. high 
at the lowest point. An overlap-- 
ping canvas flap is fastened to 
make the shelter rainproof at ita 
junction with the caravan. 

+ It will be observed that the flap 

ig not carried forward far enough 

to cover up the front side windows, 
Internal Fittings . 

-Everything possible has been 
done to ensure comfort for the 
crew, Beds take the form of six 
spring mattress bunks, which, when 
not in use, fold simply and effec- 
tively into three settees; tables, 
carried folded in the roof, can 
readily be placed on their own legs 
on the floor in each case, Private 
iockers and drawers for each mem- 
ber of the Btaff, in addition to a 
common wardrobe, afford: sufficient 
accommodation for personal belong- 
ings. Bevel glass mirrors are plac- 
ed in the doors of the wardrobe 
(which reach nearly from floor to 
roof), and in three of the locker 
doors. In the main gangway are 
two wash bowls, side by side. A 
elerestory roof gives s gangway 
headroom of 6 ft. 3 in. and daylight 
is admitted by the side lights in the 
clerestory. Lighting is also ad- 
mitted through the six. curtained 
windows proper, which are dispos- 
‘ed two on one side and four on the 
other, two doors with windows. 
being provided on the nearside. 

For lighting at night an extra 
large battery supplies current for 
the necessary head and tail lamps, 
besides two interior lights in the 
caravan and one in the van.

Earl Russell’s Hint to 
"the RAC: 


Earl Russell, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of ‘Trans- 
port, announced ata juncheon at 
the Royal Automobile Club.that an 
effort was being made to include in 
the new Road Bill a measure of 
compulsory insurance. * : 

He stated that the Ministry was 
considering also the question of the 
co-ordination of all motor transport 
in the country. . 


The report of the Royal. Commis- 
sion, he said, gave a fair idea of 
the bill. The Government would 
probably give the extra half-ton for 
the unladen weight of. vehicles 
which was recommended by the 
Royal Commission. 

- “We are considering the question 
of compulsory insurance, and the 
more we consider it the more diffi- 
cult we find it. I feol strongly on 
the question as I Introduced a bill 
for compulsory insurance many 
years ago. Ever since I have 
realised how difficult and compli- 
cated the subject Is. Still, we are 
to make an effort, and I hope you 
will be pleased with the result, | 

“The question of the co-ordina- 
tion of all transport in this country 
will have’ to be considered. The 
present position ix one of chaos and 
disorder. Outside London’ there is’ 
no authority to make proper pro- 
vision for the accommodation of 
the public without unnecessary and 
wasteful competition. ... It will 
not be in this’ bill, but when it 
comes to be considered it will be 
as difficult as compulsory in- 
surance.” : ee
